aovemment.” he said. "There’s no other 
way.” 
Goldwater told reporters after testify­ 
ing before a closed session of the Senate 
Government Operations Committee that 
he first learned of the murder plots in 
-10 years after they were planned. 


Gesturing toward the White House — 
occupied 1^ Kennedy at the time — 
G(Hdwaier said: "Everything points 
right down there," 
Goldwater, who is one of five 
Republican members on the Il-man 
Senate intelligence committee, said that 
panel spent nine Ы Its first 10 months 
"trying to get Kennedy’s name out of It." 
He said "all the evidence” is in some 
900 to 1,000 pages of the transcript Uken 
during the committee’s investigation of 
assassination plots. 
The official report released by the 
committee Nov. 20 was ambiguous in 


placing responsibility for assassinatimi 
plots the CIA devised but never carried 
out. 
It said: 
"The committee finds that the system 
of executive command and control was 
so ambiguous that it is difficult to be cer­ 
tain at what level assassination activity 
was known and authorized. TTiis situation 
creates the disturbing process that 
government officials might have under­ 
taken assassination plots without it hav­ 
ing been incontrovertibly clear that 
there was explicit authorization from the 
presidents. It is also posssible that there 


might have been a successful ‘plausible 
denial’ in which presidential authoriza­ 
tion was issued but is now obscured.” 
The Senate panel is holding hearings 
on proposals to set up a permanent in­ 
telligence oversight committee. 
Goldwater said he objected to plans 
because six committees already are 
required to be informed of covert action. 


"The nation needs one more sUnding 
committee about as much as the nation 
needs more inflation," he said. "We are 
merely adding another layer on the 
cake."

Skies were mostly fair in the after­ 
noon, but the clouds will return tonight, 
bringing a 30 per cent chance of rain and 
lower temperatures Wednesday.

Defense contractors 
audited on 'freebies' 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 'The Washington offices of 10 major defense con­ 
tractors are being audited to see if entertainment costs were charged to 
government contracts, a top Defense Department spokesman told Congress to­ 
day. 
Deputy Defense SecreUry William P. Clements testified before the Joint 
Committee on Defense Production, which is looking into reports of widespread 
entertaining of PenUgon officials, lawmakers and other government leaders 
by defense contractors.

"'The Air Force has recovered $564,013 in improper costs charged to the 
government,” Clements said in a prepared statement. 
"The Defense Contract Audit Agency is expanding its normal audiU of the 
Washington offices of 10 major defense contractors ... to determine if 
reimbursement has been sou^t or obtained for entertainment costs not 
allowable under D^rtm ent procurement regulations. 
"'The contractors being audited are Raytheon Company, North American 
Rockwell Corporation, Hughes Aircraft Company, Martin Marietta Corpora­ 
tion, Boeing Company, General Dynamics Corporation, Lockh^, Sperry 
Rand Corporation, Grumman Corporation, and LTV Corporation.” 
Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., said earlier that it was hard to tell if some 
firms were in the aerospace industry or the resort business. 
One published report was that Northrop entertained defense officials at a 
hunting lodge at Easton, on Maryland’s Eastern Shore. 'The 38 Pentagon of­ 
ficials who allegedly attended later received official admonitions. 
At the time of the Northrop revelations, former Defense Secretary James R. 
Schlesinger estimated this was "the tip of the iceberg showing above the sur­ 
face.” 


Hart submits 
coastal bond 
issue bill 
SACRAMEN'TO (U PI) - Legislation 
to place a $290 million bond issue on the 
Nov. 2 ballot to acquire and preserve key 
coastal lands was introduced Monday in 
the Assembly. 
Submitted Monday by Assemblyman 
Gary Hart, D-Santa Barbara, the legisla- 
Uon (AB2948) is designed to carry out 
recommendations of the state Coastal 
Commission. 
Hart said first priority for acquisition 
under his bill would be coastal areas 
near major metropolitan centers. He 
noted 85 per cent of California’s popula­ 
tion live within 30 miles of the Pacific 
Ocean and “ there is a terrific shortage 
of facilities for almost every popular 
coastal recreational activity.” 
About $200 million would be spent to 
acquire lands along the coast, primarily 
for recreational purposes. Hart said. 
Another $10 million would be used to 
purchase wildlife habitat, $55 million for 
develqsment of local and state parks, 
and $22 milion to restore and redevelop 
coastal lands. 
Hart, a former member of the South 
Central Coast Regional Commission, 
said, "Funding the adquisition of a 
number of key coastal sites, particularly 
near metropolitan areas, will relieve the 
intense pressure for develo|xnent. 
"We cannot afford to stand by while 
this irreplaceable resource is swallbwed 
up foot by foot when we know that by 
1980 the need for local parks, beaches 
and recreational areas will be nearly 
twice what it is now." 


Ford faults court 
on abortion ruling 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford, saying he disagrees with the 1973 
Supreme Court decision liberalizing 
abortion, declared today abortions 
should be permitted only in rape and 
other “unfortunate” cases. 
The President said in an interview 
with CBS television he favors a con­ 
stitutional amendment permitting each 
state to write its own abortion regula­ 
tions. 
"I do not believe in abortion on de­ 
mand. I do not agree with the Court deci­ 
sion of 1973,” Ford said. "1 think the 
Court decision went too far." 
" I think we have to recognize that 
there are instances when abortion should 
be permitted,” he said.

Ag counties 
eye disaster 
status plea 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Almost all 
major agricultural counties in California 
are considering applying for designation 
as disaster areas to help drought-plagued 
farmers qualify for federal aid. 
Stephanie Bradfield, a spokeswoman 
for the state Office of Emergency Ser­ 
vices, Monday said that after a meeting 
with state agriculture officials, Colusa 
and Merced counties were the first to of­ 
ficially apply for the designation. 
"We’re expecting four more koon and 
at least a dozen are considering it," she 
said. 
Ms. Bradfield said after the counties 
apply for the designation, the state 
Department of Food and Agriculture will 
make a determination of the damage 
caused by the drought. 
She said if the office determines the 
damage is severe enough, then the facts 
about the damage are forwarded to the 
federal Farmers Home Administration. 
"By requesting the assistance from 
the federal government we are in effect 
saying there is a disaster in those coun­ 
ties," Ms. Bradfield said. 
She added that because so many coun­ 
ties are seeking information, the office 
will canvass all counties to determine if 
they are in need of aid. 
Ms. Bradfield said in addition to 
Colusa and Merced counties, officials 
from Glenn, Madera, San Luis Obispo 
and Solano counties have told the office 
they will ask to be declared disaster 
areas but have not yet applied. 
In addition, she said officials from 14 
other counties have ccmtacted either the 
emergency office or agriculture officials 
seeking information about the how they 
can be declared disaster areas. 
'They are Butte, Fresno, Kern, Los 
Angeles, Monterey, Santa Barbara, 
Sonoma, Sutter, Tehama, 'Tuolomne, 
Stanislaus, San Joaquin, Tulare, and 
Calaveras. 
Ms. Bradfield said other federal aid 
programs are being studied. 
She said emergency officials will sur­ 
vey cattlemen to determine if the feed 
shortage qualifies them for federal sup­ 
plemental programs. 


"If we find they are buying their feed 
out of state then its possible the 
secretary of agriculture can ask for' 
lower freight rates," she said. 
Moynihan keeps 
Senate race 
door open 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (U PI) - 
Daniel Moynihan, who resigned Monday 
as the nation’s outspoken ambassador to 
the United Nations, said today he is 
"leaving the door open" to run for the 
Senate this year. 


Moynihan said again his main reason 
for quitting is to take up his long- 
neglected Harvard professorship and 
that he was not “ pushed" out of the U.N. 
job due to some State Department op­ 
position to his tough talk. 


" I’m going back to teach. If things like 
this come up later 1 guess I’d hare to 
think about it," he said when asked about 
reports he might run on the Democratic 
ticket against Sen. James Buckley, R- 
N.Y. 


" I’m leaving the door open without in 
any way trying to open it myself. No 
person in the party has spoken with me 
about this subject. It’s that possibility 
that any one of us... could say maybe. 


"It seems to me that vice president is 
the best job,” he jcrfced. "You get that big 
airplar№, you know, and that bed." 


"If I had chosen to stay in this job, he 
would have been entirely happy to have 
me do so," Moynihan said of reports that 
he was disliked by Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. 


" I’m leaving in good spirits,” he said. 
Moynihan was interviewed on the CBS 
Morning News and the NBC Today 
program. 


He declined Monday to rule politics out 
of his future when asked about opposing 
Buckley.

Supervisors (delay welfare 
crisis suit against state

The Board of Supervisors agreed to 
hold off Monday on launching any suit 
against the state in the current welfare 
crisis over deteriorating service levels, 
but were warned that there is currently 
the danger the county may be forced into 
a lawsuit if welfare recipients sue. 
Deputy County Counsel Marvin Levine 
told supervisors of the possibility of suits 
by welfare recipients now facing the 
prospect of even longer delays in having 
applications processed due to layoffs in 
the Welfare Department. 
'The supervisors took Levine’s advice 
to wait to see what the California Super­ 
visors Assn. and Los Angeles County 
may do in protesting state welfare fund 
slashes at a time when the county is also 
asked to keep up mandated levels of ser­ 
vice to welfare clients. 


Levine declared, "There are also ongo­ 
ing efforts in Sacramento to try to get 
state funding" that would alleviate the 
positimi of counties in the state. 


County w elfare officials have 
acknowledged that the lines undoubtedly 
will get longer at their offices for appli­ 
cants in the food stamp and aid to 
families with dependent children. 


There are some estimates the layoffs 
in the Welfare Department might result 
in «^further delay of two weeks in proces- 
siiigiipplications. 
Meanwhile, Welfare Director Arthur 
Nelson te^ified Monday before the Joint 
Budget Committee of the Legislature at 
Sacramento that this county supports the 
concept of sound administrative cost 
control procedures. But he said he felt 
the plan should not be imposed upon 
California counties in mid-fiscal year, 
and that the plan should be phased over a 
reasonable period of time. 
As a result of implementation in mid­ 
fiscal year in this county. Nelson said, 18 
eligibility worker positions were laid off 
and a projected deficit equivalent to lay­ 
ing off 10 additional positions is 
recognized at the present time. 
Because of federal rules, he said, an 
additional 14 eligib ility workers 
employed under the Comprehensive 
Employment Training Act (CETA) also 
have had their jobs terminated. 


These actions will result in a severe 
decrease in level of service provided to 
needy persons in applying for AFDC 
program and food stamp program, he 
declared. 
House okays joint gas debate 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House 
voted today 230 to 184 to allow a long­ 
term natural gas deregulation plan to be 
debated together with a short-term 
emergency measure. 
The action was considered a key test 
vote on the overall issue of removing 
price controls from natural gas. 
Technically, the House merely ap­ 
proved a debate rule. But actually, sup­ 
port for the rule reflected to a great ex­ 
tent support for removal of price con­ 
trols. 
"We have waited some 20 years," Rep. 
Robert Krueger, D-Tex., said in asking 
the House to let his long-term bill be 
debated. "Now, after some would say 
the ball is in our court, they say, ‘Let’s 
wait another 60 days ’ 'The House is 
ready. The country is ready.” 


Rep. John D. Dingell. D-Mich, a 
leader of House members opposing long­ 
term deregulation and supporting in­ 
stead a 16-month emergency pricing bill, 
said the debate rule was an unfair and 
irregular way to thwart his subcommit­ 
tee, which is debating the long-term 
idea. 
He suggested Speaker Carl Abert 
allowed his oil-state concerns to lead 
him to an unwarranted boost of Krueger 
Albert denied that.

In an unguarded moment not 
long ago, I commented in a 
column on the editorial page 
that if it’s true that the reason 
so many things made in Japan 
are sold in this country is that 
they are less expensive, I wish 
my gas bill had been made in 
Japan. 
The column item spurred 
some cogent recollections by 
Laura C. White of the nearly 
three years she and her hus­ 
band, Sgt. Willie J. White, spent 
on Okinawa, an island prefec­ 
ture of Japan. During this time, 
from 1972 to 1975, all of their 
utility bills were “made in 
Japan," so to speak. 
Mrs. White’s account of their 
experiences in this regard were 
of considerable interest to me, 
and I think you will find them 
enjoyable as well. 
“When U.S. forces returned 
Okinawa to the Japanese in 
mid-1972, our dollars began a 
bumpy ride downard on the 
yen/dollar exchange charts," 
she said. 
“ We were one of many 
families that spent the entire 
30-month tour renting and pay­ 
ing u tilities on the local 
econom y. 
M ost fam ilies 
weren’t called for base housing 
until well after the half-way 
point of their tour.” 
To illustrate the hardship this 
represented, she sent along 
several utility bills, calculated 
in y en , a lo n g w ith the 
breakdown of what it cost in 
dollars. 
For in sta n ce, a three- 
bedroom home in “Morgan 
Manor” cost 37,000 yen a month 
— $130 in American money. 
This was a bargain, because it 
was rented directly from the 
owner. Most residential rentals 
went through the housing office 
at rates of $140 or more. 
Not bad, you say, for a three- 
bedroom house? This one had a 
total square footage of 805, for 
one thing, and was being rented 
on a sergeant’s pay for another. 
Telephone service was a bit 
unusual, Mrs. White related. 
“Telephones were bought and 
sold within the area that the 
num ber 
on 
the 
phone 
represented. In other words, 
one bought the number, not the 
phone. These ran from $300 to 
$800.“ 
The Whites got a break in this 
respect. The owner of the house 
they rented let them use the 
telephone and the air con­ 
ditioner provided they paid for 
the monthly bill on the phone 


and for repairs on the air con­ 
ditioner. 
Over a five-month period, ac­ 
cording to bills Mrs. White sent 
along, the phone costs ranged 
from 1,570 yen ($5.51) to 2,326 
yen ($8.16). A four-minute 
overseas call was billed at 5,400 
yen — or $18.75! 
Electricity was the most ex­ 
pensive utility, running from a 
low of 7,653 yen ($26.86) to a 
high of 15,820 yen ($55.51) per 
month. 
“The high electric rates,” 
said Mrs. White, “reflect the 
cost of importing oil to run the 
generators, which were built by 
American occupation forces 
years ago. A wave action 
generator is being tested at the 
underwater observatory on 
northern Okinawa.” 
Bottled gas charges ranged 
from $7.30 to $10.53 per month, 
with the variation having an in­ 
teresting background. 
“The charges reflect my 
presence or absence when the 
gas man came to change the 
tanks, which often was twice a 
month.” she said. 
“A full tank had a pop-top and 
a tell-tale hiss. If he connected 
a partly filled tank, or didn’t 
weigh my turn-in and credit 


me, my bill could be quite 
ridiculous since only my stove 
ran off the tank. 
”1 solved this problem,” she 
continued, "by chaining 
my 
German Shepherd to the ‘stealy 
bars’ on the window of our con­ 
crete house, just around the 
corner from the gas tank. If I 
wasn’t home and the tank ran 0 
empty, I would wait three or 
four hours, satisfied that my 
bill was correct. 
“Our gas company was 45 
minutes away, depending on the 
traffic, but when I tried to take 
my business to a newly opened 
business two blocks from my 
house, they refused, not 
wanting to offend my old com­ 
pany by taking away their 
customers.” 
The Whites’ water bill ranged 
from $6.53 to $8.65 a month. 
“Water company personnel 
found that Samurai, our dog, 
also had them covered — 
literally — for the flat meter 
was a high and dry spot on the 
often wet ground. 
“ If I w asn’t home, my 
neighbor moved Sam to keep 
from inconveniencing the 
meter readers so that they 
wouldn’t invoke the common 
practice of poisoning obnoxious

“cleaning” (their word for rub­ 
bish collection) charges on 
their tax bill. Becau se 
Americans’ habits caused the 
rather small pickup trucks to 
have to make more trips, the 
Whites and others were 
required to pay a special fee of 
a thousand yen a month — $3.51. 
The effects of inflation were 
obvious, even in Okinawa. On 
the receipts Mrs. White sent 
along, the printed amount — 800 
yen — on the bills had been 
lined out and the 1000-yen figure 
for “cleaning” penned in. 
One difference between 
Okinawan trash pickup and that 
in this country was that, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. White, “Papa- 
san would haul anything away, 
even car engines, for a price ” 
To pay for updating and ex­ 
panding old facilities and 


building new ones on the island, 
the utility rates were going up 
by as much as 60 per cent when 
the Whites were leaving in 1975. 
“ Once an inexpensive 
paradise, Okinawa caught up to 
and then passed the United 
States while we were there,” 
said Mrs. White. 
“The bills alone do not reflect 
the total cost of living. We 
heated our homes with 
kerosene burners. A letter took 
a full week to go from one place 
to another on the island, and 
had to be mailed from a post of­ 
fice. Much was spent in gas just 
to pay bills. Gas and kerosene 
were big expenses simply 
because we used so much. We 
bad no choice. 
“The business of living is 
more expensive overseas, es­ 
pecially if an American carries 
his lifestyle with him,” Mrs. 
White said, concluding: 
“Our cut-and-dried business 
practices lack some of the 
sense of competition and color 
we found overseas, but we 
prefer it here. While this ac­ 
count can’t pay your gas bill, I 
hope it gives you an idea of how 
‘made in Japan’ can really be 
cheaper ‘paid in the U.S.A.’ 
Welcome to Lompoc.” 
I never doubted for a moment 
the advantages to living in the 
U.S.A., but it is nice to have my 
thoughts confirmed without 
having had to experience the in­ 
conveniences the Whites and 
others like them have had to un­ 
dergo.

Congressional flak bugs Kissinger 


LOS ANGELES - State Secretary Henry Kissinger told a group 
of civic leaders Monday that he now worries more about what hap­ 
pens in the United States than abroad because of congressional in­ 
terference in foreign policy. He said that while detente is vital, the 
U.S. must oppose Soviet moves in Angola because success there 
could encourage aggression elsewhere. 


Pro-Western Angolans reinforced 


LUSAKA, ZAMBIA — Hundreds of tough mercenaries have rein­ 
forced pro-Western Angolans against an expected assault by Marx­ 
ist forces later this week. The National Union appears to have 
blocked the southward thrust of the Marxists for the time being, 
despite South Africa’s pullout of 1,200 troops from the confronta­ 
tion. No fresh reports of fighting have been issued. 


NWLF declares war on slumlords' 


SAN FRANCISCO - The radical New World Liberation Front 
has claimed credit for several recent Bay area bombings in what it 
termed a declaration of war against “ slumlords ” Failure to heed 
its demands to improve structures that do not meet fire and safety 
standards will fesult in terrorist attacks, the NWLF said in state­ 
ments issued to the media. 


Social Security hike urged 


WASHINGTON — HEW Secretary David Matthews has urged 
enactment of President Ford’s proposed $4.4 billion Social Security 
tax increase to restore confidence in the national retirement 
system. His testimony before the Social Security subcommittee 
got a cool reception, however, and was branded as scare tactics 
when there is no chance the government would ever allow default 
of payments. 


Ray to ask for new trial 


CINCINNATI — James Earl Ray is asking that his guilty plea to 
the murder of Martin Luther King Jr. be thrown out and that a new 
trial be ordered. If his plea is granted, the assassination investiga­ 
tion would be reopened and possibly some answers found to widely 
debated speculation of a conspiracy in King’s death. 


Egypt wants to buy C130s 


WASHINGTON - The State Department has confirmed that 
Egypt has asked the U.S. to sell it some giant C130 military tran­ 
sport planes. If Congress approves, it would be the first such deal 
with Egypt since 1967. 


Europe shivers in cold snap 


BRUSSELS — Temperatures ranging from 30 above to 18 below 
zero gave Europe its coldest winter since 1972. In England, eight 
lives have been claimed by the weather, 10 in Yugoslavia, and Por­ 
tugal was battling a flu epidemic. 


‘A ccess rule' bending seen

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WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Many counties and cities say 
they are getting a raw deal 
from President Ford’s fiscal 
1977 budget. 
They are telling Congress 
that at the very time they suffer 
from inflation and rising 
welfare costs because of high 
unemployment, Ford is slowing 
down some of the federal 
programs that aid local govern­ 
ments. 
During 1977, the President 
plans to phase out federal 
financing for some 300,000 
public service jobs in state and 
local governments. One con­ 
gressional staff analysis of 
Ford’s budget says total aid to 
state and local governments 
would drop $6.7 billion from the 
current level 
Seth Taft, representing the 
National Association of Coun­ 
ties, told the House Budget 
Committee Monday Ford’s 
proposal to consolidate a 
number of health services 
might mean $1 billion less at 
the local level. 
“ It does little good to cut 
programs at the federal level if 
these same programs have to 
be picked up by another level of 
government, thereby increas­ 
ing taxes at that level,” said 
Taft, a commissioner of 
Cuyahoga County, Ohio, which 
includes Cleveland. 
Taft’s group represents 1,450 
counties, about half those in the 
nation and 90 per cent of the 
large ones. 
It recently surveyed 15 coun­ 
ties and found nine have raised 
or expect to raise taxes this 
year and eight have cut 
programs or numbers of 
employes. Taft said many coun­ 
ties indicated states are passing 
on increasing costs to them in 
programs such as Medicaid and 
pensions. 
In an election year, local 
government interests have lob­ 
bying clout in trying to per­ 
suade Congress to restore 
Ford’s proposed cuts — particu­ 
larly those involving jobs. 
But there is sentiment in 
Congress that federal aid to 
localities cannot be unlimited. 
Taft said Cuyahoga County now 
gets a third of its budget local­ 
ly, a third from the state and a 
third from Washington. 


“ I don’t think there’s enough 
money in the federal budget to 
handle all your problems,” 
Rep. Elford Cederberg, R- 
Mich., told Taft. 
“ How much further do you 
think we should go — 50 per 
cent?”

Groundhog shadow freezes

It wasn't a fit day out for man 
or groundhog. 
The groundhogs scampered 
from their lairs Monday, 
glimpsed at their shadows, 
predicted six more weeks of 
winter and scurried back inside 
to wait for spring. 
The human beings had to live 
with it, and they hardly needed 
the groundhogs to tell them 
about the season. 
The wind chill factor hit 65 
below zero in upstate New York 
and blizzards, ice, flash floods 
and hurricane-force winds as­ 
sailed the eastern seaboard. 
An artic cold snap froze the 
East today on the heels of the 
Groundhog Day woes. 
The eastern storm sprawled 
from Virginia to Maine Mon­ 
day, knocking out power, bat­ 
tering ships and snarling air 


and rail traffic. 
Seven Marines were injured, 
one seriously, when high seas 
and strong winds along the 
North Carolina coast pounded 
four U.S. Marine amphibious 
vessels returning from duty in 
the Mediterranean. 
The vessels carried 1,500 to 
2.000 men. 
Elsewhere in North Carolina, 
near-hurricane force winds left 
a trail of flooded streets, 
damaged mobile homes, sunken 
boats and downed power lines. 


Blizzard snows and howling 
winds battered New Jersey. 


Sixty mile-per-hour winds — 
with gusts up to 92 miles per 
hour — whipped up the snow in 
New York state and combined 
with arctic temperatures to 
drive the “ wind chill” factor to 
65 degrees below zero. 


LOS ANGELES (U PI)-The 
price tag on the doctors’ strike 
has reached $30 million, accord­ 
ing to hospital administrators 
and health officials 
There is no end in sight. 
Administrators appealed to 
doctors Monday to end the 34- 
day-old strike and give the state 
legislature time to act on Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr .’s 
proposal to remedy the mal­ 
practice insurance problem. 
But another physicians’ group 
— the fourth in three days — 
condemned Brown’s proposal 
as unacceptable. Tlie doctors 
are protesting a 327 per cent in­ 
crease in premiums. 
The Hospital Council of 
Southern California, represent­ 
ing the area's 234 private 
hospitals, issued an appeal to 
physicians to return to work. 
The council estimated the 115 


hospitals affected by the 
walkout had lost $22 million in 
canceled surgical fees, and that 
30,000 nonstriking hospital 
workers — fired or put on 
shorter hours — are out $7 
million in pay. 
Health officials estimated 
last week the extra burden on 
public hospitals had cost the 
county almost $1 million. 
The coisicil asked the physi­ 
cians to concede that “ the 
public has been made aware of 
the physicians' plight and ... 
that a solution is dependent on 
forces and factors beyond the 
doctors’ control.” 
Some strike leaders have 
vowed to remain out until a 
solution agreeable to the doc­ 
tors is passed by the legislature 
and signed by the governor The 
council argued that the time 
needed for the government to 
NorCal doc strike fails 


pass “ such a major piece of 
legislation is far beyond what 
the public can endure” without 
private doctors. 
But at almost the same time, 
the 506-member American Fed­ 
eration of Physicians and Den­ 
tists condemned the Brown 
plan, calling it “an affront to 
the people of California.” 
The federation said that 
Brown's plan, under which 
premiums would average $4,000 
in the first year, contains provi­ 
sions for increases that could 
hit doctors with premiums of 
$80,000 a year in the future — 
twice the highest premiums 
that set off the strike. 
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SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
Northern California hospitals 
reported normal schedules 
Monday as a threatened slow­ 
down by doctors protesting high 
malpractice rates failed to 
materialize. 
The slowdown was to have 
been an extension of the month­ 
long protest by Southern 
California doctors. 
Dr. Sanford Marcus, presi­ 
dent of the Union of American 
Physicians, stuck to his predic­ 
tion Monday that “ a lot of doc­ 
tors are going to be quitting. 


There will be a gradual lessen­ 
ing at the hospitals.” 
An offical at the Hospital 
Council of Northern California 
reported “no sign” of a slow­ 
down yet, and members of 
many medical societies said 
they do not expect their 
members to take part. 
However, there was also no 
evidence of Northern California 
doctor support for a proposal 
backed by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown to set up a state-run, but 
doctor-supported malpractice 
pool.

Player reps vote 
Settlement near in NBA 


PHILADELPHIA (U PI) - On the eve 
of the 26th National Basketball Associa­ 
tion All-Star Game Commissioner Larry 
O’Brien worked out a deal that may lead 
to an out-of-court settlement of a six- 
year-old players' class action suit. 
O’Brien and a five-man advisory com­ 
mittee of owners and player-counsel 
Larry Fleisher, hammered out final 
details of the plan that won approval 
Monday from the NBA Board of Gover­ 
nors for settlement of the suit filed in the 
name of former Players Association 
President Oscar Robertson. 
If the player representatives meeting 
approve the plan today, it will be 
presented to U.S. District Court Judge 
Robert Carter for final settlement. 
“ If a settlement is reached,” said 


O’Brien, “ obviously it is then an open 
situation to discuss any aspect of 
consolidation or merger (with the ABA) 
or anything else that might come along. 
Ibis has been totally in the hands of the 
players for a long time. Because of the 
injunction (obtained by the players 
against the owners) we couldn’t even 
talk about merger.” 
“Chances of a settlement are better 
than ever,” said Fleisher. 
The two sides reportedly agreed to a 
modified draft, which gives a team 
rights to an unsigned player for only two 
years, a one-year non-perpetuating op­ 
tion clause, and the right of first refusal 
wherein a team would be able to match 
or refuse to match another team’s offer 
for a player who wants to change teams.

Holmes busted for 
cocaine possession 


AMARILLO, Tex. (U P I) - Two 
plainclothes officers stopped at a motel 
to use the restroom but instead they said 
they found Pittsburgh Steeler defensive 
tackle Ernie Holmes handing cocaine to 
another man. 
“ It was the fickle finger of fate I sup­ 
pose you’d say,” said Dan Carter, a 
spokesman for the law enforcement 
agency. “ They just walked into it. When 
they walked in, Holmes threw a silver 
container of powder toward the toliet 
bowl, but it fell short and some of the 
powder spilled out.” 
Carter said the officers took Holmes, 
27, into custody Saturday night pending 
charges after the powder was tested. 
The test results were received Monday 
and Holmes was officially charged with 
possession of 290 milligrams of cocaine. 
Holmes, who was in Amarillo for a 
wedding, was released on $1,000 cash 
bond and immediately left the city for a 
Phoenix, where he was scheduled to at­ 
tend a meeting of the Fellowship of 


Christian Athletes. The other man in the 
restroom was not charged and his name 
was not released. 
Holmes, 27, has played four years for 
the Steelers. 
On March 16, 1973, he was captured 
after a four-hour chase near Salem, 
Ohio. During the chase, Holmes fired at 
three moving trucks and a police 
helicopter and wounded Ohio Highway 
Patrolman Larry W. Myers. 
Holmes pleaded guilty to a charge of 
assault with a deadly weapon and was 
placed on five years’ probation, which 
later was shortened because of his com­ 
pliance with the terms of the probation. 
The court also ordered him to pay Myers 
$29,000 in damages. 
Holmes said the incident stemmed 
from financial and emotional problems 
in the aftermath of a divorce, as well as 
fatigue from driving nonstop from Texas 
to Pittsburgh. He underwent rehabilita­ 
tion for about two months at Western 
Psychiatric Hospital in Pittsburgh.

HONOLULU (U PI) - The new year 
has just entered its second month and 
already 1976 Hawaiian Open winner Ben 
Crenshaw says he w ill have to re­ 
evaluate his goals for 1976. 
He has already just about achieved his 
stated goals for the year of winning two 
tournaments and reaching the $100,000 
bracket. 
His victory in the $230,000 Hawaiian 
Open Sunday was his second in two 
weeks, coming on the heels of his com­ 
eback win in the Bing Crosby Pro-Am, 
and his $46,000 first prize award gave 
him $83,000 in prize winnings so far. 
Now he wants to win one major title. 
“ It could happen if I played as I did the 
last two weeks,” Crenshaw said Monday. 
But I know it’s not going to last—I can’t 
keep winning. But when you give 
yourself a chance to win you feel much 
better. I ’ve got confidence in my 
abilities now, and I’m going to start 
working much harder from now on.” 
But first he plans a two week rest 
before hitting the PGA tour again. 
“ I just want to go home and rest for a 
while. It’s simply because I’m going to 
play the next six tournaments in a row 
starting up again in Los Angeles (Glen 
Campbell Open).” 


The blond Texan is in the midst of a 
comeback at the ripe age of 24. Before 
winning the Crosby Pro-Am, Crenshaw 
hadn’t won a tournament since the first 
one he entered—the Texas Open at San 
Antonio in 1973. 
Then he went into a slump which some 
attributed to an undisciplined bachelor 
life. 
“ I’m no Casanova, but I like to have a 
good time,” he admitted. 
However, now, with two tournament 
wins under his belt and a wife by his side, 
Crenshaw is once again considered one 
of the young lions of the pro golf tour. He 
says he is no longer the defensive golfer 
who “ tried to guide the ball,” but is in­ 
stead an gambling player who takes 
“ good, solid swings.”

U.S. hockey team fights for life 


INNSBRUCK, Austria (U PI) - Six months of blood, 
sweat and tears could go down the drain in the span of 60 
minutes today if a team of enthusiastic young U.S. 
amateurs lose a hockey game. 
It’s like the seventh game in the Stanley Cup finals. If 
the U.S. team, drawn mainly from the Minnesota area, 
loses to Yugoslavia in today’s Olympic tournament 
preliminary, it will not be able to challenge for the gold 
medal. 
“ No doubt it’s the most important game of the Olym­ 
pics for us,” said U.S. Coach Bob Johnson following 
Monday’s final team practice. 
The U.S. sextet was favored because of its two vic­ 
tories over Yugoslavia during a fall tour of Europe. 
The six preliminary winners go into the championship 
bracket with the losers contesting a consolation series. 
For the rest of the 1,036 athletes, drawn from 36 coun­ 
tries, today represented their last casual day in the 
Olympic village before Wednesday’s opening ceremony. 
It was also the day Austria’s Frank Klammer, enjoy­ 
ing a favorite-son status, was to unveil his new skis that 
should make him a shoo-in to win the downhill gold 
medal on Thursday. 


Klammer, 22, has won four of this season’s World Cup 
downhills and it will take a bad mistake, or a spill, for 
him to be upset, say the experts. 


The downhillers had their final training on the trails 
that had been made easier so that skiers below the class 
of those who contest the honors on the World Cup circuit 
could walk off the course in one piece. Each country is 
permitted four entries per Alpine event. 
In the World Cup a country can enter as many persons 
as it wishes, but only the super kids contest the series. 
However, Cindy Nelson of Lutsen, Minn., would be hap­ 
py to follow in the footsteps of Barbara Cochran who 


won the only skiing gold medal for the U.S. at Sapporo 
four years ago. 
‘‘...You could say I feel pretty confident....” she said. 
“ Anything can happen in one race and I have as good a 
chance as any.” 
The women’s downhill is on Sunday. 
Sheila Young, the Detroit lass, who would have the 
honor of competing in both the Summer and Winter 
Games in the same year if track cycling was included in 
the women’s schedule in the summer, is favorite for the 
1,000 and 1,500 meters after a successful preOlympic 
campaign. 
Young and the other speed skaters checked into the 
village Monday evening. She is the reigning world sprint 
cycling champion and should succeed in one of her 
specialties. 
The ratio of medical personnel to athletes at the 12th 
Winter Olympics opening Wednesday will almost be 1 to 


1 . 
For the estimated 1,075 international competitors, 
there will be 1,000 doctors, nurses and other medical 
staff to attend to any possible injuries suffered at the 
five sites. 
Skiers clipped more than six seconds off the track 
record in their first official practice for the Winter 
Olympics despite late changes to slow the course. 
Most of the top skiers raced down the 3,145 meter 
track in less than 1 minute 50 seconds, far better than 
the previous record set by Austria’s Franz Klammer in 
1:55.78. 
The last qualification for women participating in the 
Winter Olympics is the femininity test. All the female 
athletes must take the test. Failure means automatic 
disqualification from games. 
To avoid a repetition of past scandals, Dr. Eva 
Marberger administers a quick, painless test by scrap­ 


ing cells from the inside of the mouth to check the 
chromosomes. 
The American Nordic team has high hopes for its 
chances in the 1976 Winter Olympics although Euro­ 
peans are sure to dominate the events. 
“ I think I might come in in the top 10, and there may 
be a medal for Bill Koch—he’s skiing real well,” said 
crosscountry skier Christopher Haines, of Pullman, 
Wash. 
But the Americans, who finished consistently at the 
bottom in 1972 at Sapporo, Japan, are likely to be out- 
skied again this year by the Finns, Russians and East 
Germans. 
U.S. Alpine skier Andy Mill hit a patch of ice in prac­ 
tice Monday for the 1976 Winter Olympics and injured 
his right leg. His coach thinks he will be all right for the 
opening Thursday. 
Mill, from Aspen, Colo., said, “ the course isn’t all that 
drastically dangerous and I tried to go too fast. I hit 
some ice, spun around and my ski came off.” 


National figure skating champion Dorothy Hamill, 
U.S. hopeful for a gold at the 1976 Olympic Games, said 
“ When I was a little girl, I wanted Peggy Fleming’s 
autograph but she kind of snubbed me. I was upset and 
went crying to my mother.” 


The 19-year-old from Riverside, Conn., said that’s 
why she always gives autographs to fans. 
“ There are no fat slobs” on the U.S. bobsled team. 
Team Manager Forrest Morgan countered charges 
from the U.S. luge squad, saying “ there are no fat slobs 
on my team. All 12 are fully trained physical 
specimens.” 
One member of the luge team reportedly commented 
that the bobbers were “ nothing but big fat people who 
are there just to add weight to the sled.”

Rod & Gun 
Salmon too big 


By M.C. COCKSIIOTT 


The signs of salmon have 
become increasingly more ap­ 
parent in the past week. Santa 
•Barbara’s Sea Landing reports 
salmon are being accidently 
hooked more frequently. 'The 
fish are running about 20 pounds 
which in some respects is bad 
news because when the fish run 
this large before the season 
even starts, as a rule the fish 
usually don’t last through the 
season. Last season the salmon 
were running generally smaller 
and the fishing was excellent 
the length of the season. 


For those who are planning to 
take an all-day or three- 
quarter-day trip out of Sea 
Landing, the harbormaster ad­ 
vises you to call down and make 
reservations at least a day 
ahead of time to insure a spot. 
The rates are $18 for an all-day 
and $12 for three-quarter day. 
TTie fee includes boat fare, bait, 
and bunk. Poles rental is $4.50 
per day. 


There hasn’t been very much 
activity at Avila lately. Most of 
the angling fraternity are too 
busy getting their boats into 
shape for the salmon seas(m. 
It’s just as well though, as the 
ocean has been kicking up, and 
heavy swells are pounding the 
shoreline. 


WiUi bass fishing on the quiet 
side at both Margarita and 
Lopez Lakes, Lake Cachuma is 
receiving most of the pressure 
and for the time being is 
holding up nicely. A Santa Bar­ 
bara man hauled in an excellent 
limit of bass which totaled 12 
pounds out of Cachuma Bay 
over the weekend. A TV»- 
pounder was hooked near 


Cachuma Bay and is now sitting 
in a taxidermist’s shop waiting 
to be mounted. 


The DFG planted KXX) pounds 
of trout at Cachuma yesterday, 
with the fish running about four 
or five to the pound. The 
holdovers are hitting well, too, 
with a 4^-pound, 22-inch rain­ 
bow landed Sunday. 


Lack of rain has slowed 
fishing at Lake Lopez con­ 
siderably. They are due for a 
trout plant this week in hopes of 
improving fishing conditions. 
There are a few large crappie 
being taken but these • out- 
number the crappie angler 10 
to one. 


For the somewhat less than 
serious fisherman, Zaca Lake, 
located in the Los Padres 
National Forest, provides 
beautiful scenery with good 
fishing. 


Zaca is accessible by a road 
which is dirt and gravel for the 
last seven miles. Take Hi^iway 
One south to Highway 101 and 
go north for approximately five 
miles to the Foxen Canpn tur­ 
noff. The first few miles are 
paved but it soon turns into a 
gravel road. The lake is located 
on private property. The 
proprietor, Howard Olson, 
claims excellent fishing year- 
round for freshwater perch, 
vdiich run a maximum of V4- 
pound. With no DFG governing 
the lake, there is no limit on the 
fish. Olson reports stringers 
four feet long as not unusual. 
No overnight camping is per­ 
mitted, but there are cabins for 
rent, and all-day visitors are 
welcome.

We have railed in this space 
before and a number of times 
about the disgraceful inability 
of so large a par* of our stu­ 
dent citizenry to write an ar­ 
ticulate sentence when they 
graduate from high school 
and/or college. 


While the blame for the 
situation could probably be 
placed at any number of levels 
of our educational system, 
some method of correction 
must be found. Thankfully, the 
state university system seems 
to be working in that direction. 


Unfortunately, it seems to us 
their interest is being focused 
at the wrong level of remedy. 


A first step? 


According to a state univer­ 
sity task force, remedial 
English courses should be 
restored to the system’s 19 
campuses and students should 
be required to pass a test of 
writing skill prior to gradua­ 
tion from a state university. 


That is well and good, but 
why wait so long in a student’s 
educational life to take correc­ 
tive action? And if these tests 
are administered only in the 
state’s university system , 
what of those students who 
choose to attend community 
colleges and progress no 
further? 


Isn’t there an adage relative 


to old dogs and new tricks 
which might preclude the 
value of starting so late in a 
student’s life to teach him 
proper English skills? 
Basically, our complaint 
about the task force recom­ 
mendations are that they are 
too little too late. We feel the 
symptoms can be treated dur­ 
ing a students’ entire college 
career and never will the 
problem be cured. Conversely, 
perhaps in order for a task so 
monumental as that involved 
in correcting the basic learn­ 
ing skills of students has to 
start at a higher level and 
“trickle down,” like the light 
shining from above.

Public reactions to Ford message 


WASHINGTON - In the imperial Nix­ 
on years, White House image-makers 
orchestrated reactions to presidential 
pronouncements as a matter of policy. 
Som etim es before the P resident 
spoke, his staffers were on the telephone 
with key pro-Nixon organizations, 
generating favorable letters on Vietnam, 
China, even Watergate 
speeches 
Then the 
t o t a l s 
w e r e 
triumphantly released 
to an increasingly 
skeptical media. 
In the less guileful 
White House of Gerald 
Ford, the volume of 
mail runs lighter. A 
week after the State of 
the Union address, for 
example, only 1,500 
letters had arrived. 
But a refreshing touch 
of American spontaneity is back in them, 
as our sampling of them shows. 
Nearly two out of three approved of 
Ford’s talk. The rest were split between 
those who simply wanted to comment 
and those with some harsh and, rarely, 
obscene things to say to their President. 
A M i n n e s o t a n w r o t e , s a y i n g , 
“ Enclosed is a clipping showing Mr. 
Albert (House Speaker Carl Albert) 
yawning during your address.” The 
Oklahoma Democrat deserves “being 
tarred and feathered,” wrote the angry 
midwestemer. 
“The 
Congress may 
yawn, the public may think of you only as 
a great guy. But I say that you are the 
Pope John of the U.S. in disguise.” 
A Pennsylvanian took a different tack, 
writing that “God I trust — It’s you I 
worry about. Your rhetoric is beautiful, 
your policy is ambiguous.” Echoed a 
New Yorker, “ You m entioned the 
economy ... is getting better. I wondered 
whether you were talking about these 
United States.” 
From Belgium, a retired U.S. military 
officer grumbled that he was “shocked” 
at Senator Edmund Muskie’s critical 
rebuttal to the State of the Union ad­ 
dress. "Keep up the fight, Mr. President, 
you have so many raw-knuckled oppo­ 
nents you need to remain strong. We ask 
you to support Angola. Red is still not 
better than dead.” 
An acerbic Pennsylvanian wrote that 
“I have a W-I-N button left over from 
your speech of last year when you 
threatened to make an all-out effort to 
reduce inflation ... When do I start to 
wear the button?” 
From his home state of Michigan, 
F o rd 
g o t t h e s e w o r d s of e n ­ 
couragement: “You put the facts as they 
are... Now if those bubbleheads in 
Congress can see the light, this nation 
will come out all right. Don’t worry 
about Reagan, he’s painted himself into 
an incompetent corner. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, the Good Lord spare us. He’ll 
talk the nation to death. Mother once 
asked him if he’d been vaccinated with a 
phonograph needle.” 
Most of the praise came for Ford’s 
cool head or honest manner. The 
criticism centered on his plan to raise 
Social Security payments. 
“This Robin Hood practice of robbing 
the middle class to allow the needy to 
receive services they cannot afford for 
themselves is a ripoff,” wrote a Califor­ 
nian. 
But one of those “needy,” a Missouri 
mother of two, wrote. “The added 
burden of increasing Social Security 
taxes will find our little family hard 
pressed to pay our immediate bills.” 
An intriguing message came from an 
11th grader in California, saying, “If you 
have never heard of me, remember not 
many people heard of you until you were 
Vice President.” 
Big corporations, the student said, 
make as much as $2 million per hour 


“and paid about two per cent in taxes. 
My mother, on the other hand, got about 
$4 an hour and paid about 27 per cent in 
taxes. It is my suggestion, therefore, to 
raise their taxes to about 27 per cent.” 
The young economist-in-the-making 
said the corporate tax money could be 
used to “clean up the rivers and lakes 
which they have polluted ... Would you 
want (your children) to live in a world 
where breathing is like smoking three 
packs of cigarettes, where the water can 
cause cancer and where just looking at 
something hurts your eyes because of the 
smog?” 
Footnote: The quality of letter answer­ 
ing also has improved. A T-shirt sent to 
Ford with a U.S. seal on it was returned 
(insured) with a polite personal note ex­ 
plaining the President could not accept it 
lest it locfc like an endorsement. 
CRY WOLF: The Interior Department 
has secretly taken part in the controver­ 
sial shotgunning of Alaskan wolves, sup­ 
posedly a project carried out only with 
state funds. 
Interior first denied it allotted more 
than $10,000 to help finance the sl­ 
aughter, But Rep. William Whitehurst, 
R-Va., angrily wrote Interior Secretary 
Tom Kleppe that the denial was false. 
Interior now concedes it m ade a 
“mistake ” 


In addition to the $10,000 another 
$141,000 in federal funds helped Alaska 
track and kill the wolves from planes. 
Many of the hapless wolves had been 
tagged with radio collars under an 
Interior grant for study of their habits so 
they could be preserved. 
The Alaskans claim the wolves kill 
baby moose. 
Meanwhile, Kleppe, in an effort to plug 
leaks on wolf stories and other matters, 
has approved a secret memo written by 
his undersecretary, Kent Frizzell, which 
could have been penned by H R. 
Haldeman in the m ost repressive 
Watergate days. 
The directive says “each Assistant 
Secretary ... will be henceforth per­ 
sonally accountable not only for their 
own statements and actions, but for 
those of their subordinates ... Violations 
of this policy will be dealt with accor­ 
dingly.” 
The edict bars Interior personnel from 
m akin g s p e e c h e s w ith ou t prior 
clearance and requires them to testify or 
speak only in line with what Kleppe 
orders. 
Significantly, the antileak mem o, 
which was distributed on an eyes-only 
basis within Kleppe’s and Frizzell’s of­ 
fices, was immediately leaked to us.

WASHINGTON 
- That a new 
Strategic Arms Limitation T^lks agree­ 
ment (SALT II) with the Soviet Union 
should become a football in this election 
year is one of the direst prospects in the 
cloudy uncertainty of the months ahead. 
To kick the future of nuclear weapons 
back and forth on the election field is like 
turning children loose 
to play with sticks of 
dynamite on a school 
playground. 
Frustrating a new 
agreement would be 
one way to pay back 
Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. The 
Secretary has many 
enemies — both in and 
out of Congress — who 
would be only too hap­ 
py to unite in working 
their revenge on him 
by making sure that he gets no accolade 
of success in his last months in office. 
He had hardly stepped out of the plane 
bringing him back from Moscow when 
the chorus of the croakers began: He 
was ready to give away too much in 
order to keep Leonid Brezhnev in office 
as boss of the Communist party. 
Brezhnev is essential since, with the 
drastic slump in the Soviet econoipy and 
the disastrous shortfall in food produc­ 
tion, he must have a success in foreign 
policy. Brezhnev’s ecem ies, as with Kis­ 
singer’s enemies, would like nothing bet­ 
ter than to see him fail no matter what 
the consequences to the peace of the 
world. 
But facing the prospect of the worst 
that can happen - than an election-year 
Congress, after a bitter wrangle, turns 
down a new SALT agreement - con­ 
sideration should be given to a way out 
that both sides should be willing to ac­ 
cept. 
The suggestion of this possible escape 
hatch comes from a former high official 
who knows at first hand all the complex­ 
ities of the nuclear arms agreement. 
While he holds no position today, follow­ 
ing his own brush with the Kissinger ego, 
he has publicly defended detente and 
denied the alleged Soviet violations of 
SALT I. 
Why not, he suggests, agree to extend 
the freeze on offensive weapons that was 
part of SALT I? 
The freeze expires in October, 1977, 
the date of ratification of the SALT 
treaty. An extension of a year would 
provide time for mature consideration of 
a realistic lim it on the growth of 
weapons of annihilation. 
There is a catch. America’s Trident 
submarine, the giant with a 5,000-mile 
range for nuclear warheads, would be 
ready for deployment during this inter­ 
val. That is because it might violate the 
ban on added weapons launchers under 
the freeze; for every Trident deployed a 


Polaris sub would have to be taken out 
and that could cause an uproar with 
decibels of rancor rivaling those over an 
actual agreement. 
My approach may well be too pes­ 
sim istic. First accounts indicate that in 
his latest mission to Moscow Kissinger 
achieved at least the outline of an ac­ 
commodation resolving the difference 
over the Soviet Backfire bomber and 
whether it has the potential of reaching 
America’s shores and the range and 
scope of the cruise m issile which has 
become the bargain basement love of the 
Pentagon. 
This accom modation, so goes the 
more optim istic view, can now be 
w r e s t l e d th r o u g h t h e m i l i t a r y 
bureaucracy. President Ford can then 
bring the Joint Chiefs of Staff and the 
National Security Council around and 
SALT II can go to the Senate with his 
blessing. 
Given that launching, the chance for 
ratification would be good. This would be 
true particularly if the new agreement 
provided for levels of agreed m issiles 
lower than the 2,400 which cam e out of 
the Vladivostok talks. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, one of the prin­ 
cipal opponents of SALT I, in his initial 


criticism of Vladivostok, challenged the 
high levels set in the Brezhnev-Kissinger 
talks. 
* 
If lower levels seemed to meet his 
criticism, he might be less inclined to 
make SALT a political football in his se­ 
cond campaign for the presidency. 
The headlines heralding George C. 
Wallace’s success in the Mississippi 
caucus and Jimmy Carter’s triumph in 
Iowa are part of the great game of 
politics as it is being played out in this 
presidential year. 


So is Ronald Reagan’s call for eyeball- 
ing the Russians and demanding to know 
why we should sell them any grain at all 
to bail them out of their jam over feeding 
their people. 


But compared to the enormous piles of 
weapons of total destruction and the 
rapid proliferation of the stuff to make 
. those weapons, they are like the snows of 
yesteryear. They will last as long as the 
newsprint on which they are printed. 
What seems to be lacking in this 
fateful year of 1976 is what should have 
been the earnest concern over the con­ 
sequences of the Nixon debacle. It is the 
old politics and one may ask whether 
that will suffice for very long.

Channel work slow 


It hasn’t received much publicity, but, 
county and federal flood control officials 
are quietly searching for alternative 
design ideas that could reduce the cost of 
improving Miguelito Channel. 
As most readers know the channel runs 
along Olive Avenue and V Street to carry 
flood waters of Miguelito Canyon to the 
Santa Ynez River. 
Before it was 
built, 
flood waters almost 
annually laid waste to 
s e v e r a l 
t h o u s a n d 
acres of West Valley 
agriculture. 
Sin ce 1965 w hen 
engineers cranked out 
cost estim ates for the 
improvement project, 
c o s t s 
h a v e 
skyrocketed. No one at 
this juncture would 
hazard a guess as to 
what the project will cost today or 
tomorrow when it finally gets under 
way. It’ll be in the millions of dollars 
anyway. Fortunately most of the money 
will come from federal coffers. 
The time factor in getting everything 
done is another bone crusher. One county 
official told this reporter it would take 
more than a year just to complete the

environmental impact assessm ents that 
will be necessary. If that is true, the ac­ 
tual construction probably couldn’t get 
under way until sometime in 1977 and 
with completion maybe in 1978. That’s on 
the optimistic side. 


Municipal Court Judge Terrill F. Cox 
has sent off a letter to the county spelling 
out the inadequacy of the former justice 
court facility in Lompoc’s old county ad­ 
ministration building. Cox, reportedly 
said a new courtroom facility is needed 
and that the present court should be 
retained for a juvenile court. Frank 
Lauran, who deals in such affairs as an 
analyst in the County Administrator’s of­ 
fice hasn’t been too optimistic about the 
chances for a new facility. TTie other 
day, however, he said “There are some 
plans.” That’s all he would say. 
It is known that Cox has been chaffing 
because he has no jury deliberation room 
and his clerks, literally have to take a 
deep breath every time they move from 
one side of the clerk’s office to the other. 
And that’s not to mention that there is no 
space for another clerk as authorized by 
the state. 
In another vein, lawyers are unhappy 
because they have no attorney-client 
consultation room. As it is now, lawyers 
frequently have to consult with their 
clients in the crowded hallways during 
interm issions. If their client is in 
custody, the marshal has to be close at 
hand. All this destroys the traditional 
privileged character of the attorney- 
client relationship. 
One observer expressed (he extreme 
view when he suggested that state law 
says that if a judge doesn’t think his 
courtroom is properly set up he can go 
out and buy or acquire whatever he 
needs to create a more adequate facility. 
In the extreme extension of the idea, 
Cox, so the argument goes, could go out, 
hire a contractor ami build his own 
courtroom. That probably won’t happen 
even if it could. 
Lauran says everyone agrees that 
there must be a new courtroom in Lom­ 
poc, the problem is where the money’s 
coming from.
